The Detroit Office has alerted all logical sources to 
immediately advise of the reactivation of inactive WCCs or 
formation of any such new councils. The inquiries mentioned 
above seem to indicate that current activity in the Detroit area 
is through homeowner or neighborhood improvement associations. 
Utmost caution will be exercised not to attempt coverage of 
these groups, unless, of course, there is an indication violence 
might erupt from their activities. 

This Office is immediately conducting discreet background 
investigations of the officers and directors shown on the Articles 
of Incorporation of the MCC in July, 1956, to determine whether 
any of them may be suitable to recommend to the Bureau for 
contacting under this program. 

Every Resident Agency in this Division is also being 
apprised of this program. 

Inasmuch as there is no indication that any citizens 
councils now are active in this area, the prime emphasis will be 
placed on insuring that the Detroit Office has sufficient source 
coverage to be aware of the resumption or commencement of 
Citizens Councils activity.

The information set .forth in referenced Bureau 
letter of January 13 , 1958 , will be considered by this 
office In the development of sources to assure that the 
Information pertaining to illegitimate activities of 
Citizens Councils will be available to the Bureau. Caution 
will be exercised to assure that individuals contacted 
under this program will be aware that the Bureau Is not 
Interested in the legitimate activities of these groups. 

The Detroit Office has maintained contact with 
the Subversive Squad of the Michigan State Police in 
Detroit and with the Subversive Squad and ’officers of the 
Special Investigations Bureau of the Detroit Police 
Department. This contact is being maintained so that any 
Information coming to the attention of officers assigned \j 
to these squads concerning Citizens Council activities 
in the Detroit Division will bo made .known to -this office/ \ 
The contact with the above local police units has been 
maintained primarily so that all racial situations arising 
In this area and which are logically handled by these police 
units are brought to the attention of the Bureau. Contact 
with these police units will be continued in the future, but 
only to the extent of ascertaining whether they have 
developed any Information that would Indicate Citizens Council 
activities in this area. There will be no efforts to develop

There are no known white citizens councils existing at 
this time in Michigan. A Michigan (Jitifcens 1 CblUlUll, A’p^o- 
segregatlon org&hization, was incorporated in Michigan in July, 

1956. This organization had only a brief existence. 

Another organization known as the National Civic 
Association, which has a pro- segregation character, was formed 
in Detroit within the past year. This organization, however, 
has for its purpose the co-ordination and bringing together of 
the leadership of the various neighborhood improvement as- 
sociations in the Detroit area. The St ate 1 s Rights Coun cil was 
inco|*ppr.a^^i n Michigan on February v 22^195 8 . THe^Teade r"‘ bf - 
fcfte^latter organization was one H. B^CUNDERWOOD, who wajT'reported 
to be in contact with Klu &lux Klan leaders, in Georgia in April, 

1958. However, in regard to the State ’s lights Council a person 
who attended a meeting of this group on April 28,, 1958, at 4464 
Cass Avenue, Detroit, later furnished the Detroit Office with 
the details.
